withſtanding; that by that ſacred right inherent to the Imperial 
Crown(which his Majeſty holds immedtately from God Almigh⸗ 
ty alone) and by the ancient conſtitution and fundamentall Laws 
of the Kingdome, the power of convocating and ka ping Allem⸗ 
blies of the Sutjes, the power of calling, holding, pzoroguirg 


and diſfolving: of Parliameiſts, and making of Laws; The 


power ok kntring into Bands, Covenants, Leagues and Treaties; 
The power of raiſing Arms, keeping of Strenths aul E are 
eſſentiall parts and inſcparable pubiledges of the Ropall Autho- 
rity and Pꝛerdgativbe of the Kings of this Kingdome; yet luch 
hath bine the madneſs and dcluſionof thdle tunes, That even Re- 
ligion it (elf, which holds the right of Kings to be ſacred and In⸗ 
volatle, hath bine pꝛetendit ynto, foz warrand of all theſe tnjus 
rious vis lations and enceroachments lo publickly' done andi'own- 
ned upoff & againſt his Majcfties juſt Power, Authoꝛtty and Go- 
vernnent, By mazing and kaping of unlawfull Meetings and 
Convocations of the people, By entring into Covenants, Trea- 


ties and Leagucs, By leiſing on and poſſeſſing themſelves of his 


Majeſtieg Caſſleg, Fazts and Strenthgof the Ringdome; and by 
holding of ptefenLit Parliaments, making of. Laws and raiſing 
of Armes toz the maintaining of the Came; and that not only 
without warrand, ; but. contrary to his Majeſties expꝛels Com- 
mands. And Althoe the Kings 2Pajeſty dut ok his mere Grace 
andreſpecs to his Native Kingdome, and the peace and quiet of 
his people, and koꝛ pꝛeventing theconſequences which ſuch a bad 
example and practiſe might occaſion, to the diſturbance of the 
Peate of His other Kingdomes, wes pleaſed in the year 1641, to 
come into the Conntry, and be his © pꝛelence at their pꝛetendit 
Parliaments and otherwile, to comply with and give way to ma⸗ 
ny things nearly concerning the undoubted Intereſt and Pꝛero⸗ 
gative of the Crown, expecting that tuch unparalleld condilcen⸗ 
tions ſhould have made his Sudieas a ſhamed ok their fozmer mil⸗ 
carriages, and the very thoughts thereof to be thereafter hatcful 
to them and theirpoſterity foꝛ eber. Petſuch wes the pꝛevaleney 
of the ſpirit of Rebellion that raged in many foꝛ the time, that not 
content of that peace and happinels, which even above their deſires 
wes lecured unto them, noz of thole many grants of Yonoz and 
Polit, by which his Majeſty endeavozed to endear the moſt deſpe- 
tate ot them to their duty and obedience, they then when his Ma⸗ 
jeſty had not left unto them the pꝛetence oz ſhadow of any new de⸗

did moſt unwozthily engage to lubpert his Majeſtie's Govern 
ment and the publick peace of the Kingdom of England; Foz which 


purpoſe, having fopned iu a League with ſome cher, they for the 


vetter pzoſec.1tivu of tie lame, aſſumed unto themſclves the Roy 
ali power, kept and held Parliaments at their pleaſure ; By the 
pietendit auchozity wheriof! they layd new exactions upon the pe6- 
ple (which in one moneth did far exceed what ever by the Kings 


authoꝛity had bine raiſed in ahaill year) levied Armies, tent out 


Edits; requiring obedience unto their lawfull demands; And 
with all manner of violence purſued ſuch; as out of duty to his 
Miajeſties Authouty oppoled them, by Fynes; Confittements, 
Jinpuſonments, Baniſhments, Death, and fozfaltour of cheir 
poſterity : And with their Army thus raiſed, invaded his 
Mieſties Kingdome of England, and joyned with ſuch 
as wer in Armes againſt his Majeſty ther, and thus 
maintaining their uſurped power and violcutly executing the 


- Came againſt all law, conſcience, honoz and humanity, have made 


themſelves inſtruments al much lolle, ſhame and diſhonoz to their 
native Country: And have juſtly {ozfalted-any favoz they might 
have pzetenvit to from His Maſeſties fozmcr conceſſions. And koz⸗ 
aſmuch as now it hes pleaſed Almighty God, by the power of his 
own right hand, ſo miraculouſly to teſtoze the Kings Majeſty to 
the Government of his Kingdomes. and to the exerciſe of His 
Royall Power and Doveraignty ober the ſame, The Eſtates of 
Parliament doe conceive themlelves oblieged in diſcharge of their 
duty and conſcience to God aud to the Kings Majeſty, to imploy 
all their Power and Intereſt fo2 vindicating His Majeſties Au⸗ 
thoꝛity from all theſe violent invaſions that Have bine made upon 
it. And (lo far as is poſſible ) to remove out of the wap every thing 
that may retain any remembꝛance of thoſe things have been lo in⸗ 
jurious to his Majeſtp and His Yuthozity, and lo pꝛejudiciall and 
diſhonourable to the Kingdome, and deſtructive to all juſt and true 
Intereſt within the lame. And conſldering, that beſides the un- 
lawfulneſſe of the publick actings during theſe troubles, moſt of 
the Fs in all and every of the meetings of theſe pꝛetendit Par- 
liaments do hiely incroach upon and are deſtructive of that ſobe- 


raign Power, Authority, Pꝛerogative and Right of Government 


which be the Law of God, and the ancient Laweg and conſtitu⸗ 
tions of this Kingdome doth reſide in, and belong unto the Kings 
Majeſty, And doth reflec much upon the Yonoz, Loyalty and 
Reputation of this Kingdome, Oz are expired and ſerve only 
as teſtimonies ok dillopalty and repꝛoach upon the Ringdome, 
and are unfit to be any longer upon Record. Therefoze the Kings 
Majeſty and Eſtates of Parltament doe Hirby reſcind and 5 
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165 Majeſt being un willing to take any advanta of the
